The Ostrich Experiment. 
From the Anaheim Gazette, Oct, 27.) 

The fact that only five chicks have as 
yet been hatched at the ostrich farm, 
and that they lived but a few days, has 
given rise to a belief that the industry 
will be a partial failure—only partial, 
because itis undeniable that the birds 
are thriving and that the feathers are 
making a luxuriant growth. But as os- 

trich farming is a business with which 
‘the most conceited Californian cannot 
claim to be familiar, it by no means fol- 

lows that the belief that the eggs will 
not hatch is a. correct one, or based 
upon any substantial reason. The long 
transportation and rough usage to which 
the birds were snbjected, and the fur- 
ther fact that they have not as yet had 
tame to become acclimated, are the real 
capses for the infertility of the eggs. 
The superintendent is not at all dis- 
couraged, and can conceive of no reason 
why, when the birds become thoroughly 
‘seasoned in this new country, they will 
not be as prolific of fertile eggs as in 
their natiye country. In the meantime 
the sale of feathers is reported to bring 
un income large enough to pay current 
€xpenses.

Interesting News from the Metrop- 
olis Yesterday. 


Rascally United States Marshals—Smithsonian 
Researches in the North—Peculiar 
Phases of Chinese Kestriction 
— Lake Tahoe Park. 


San Francisco, Oct. 29.—The Bal- 
letin’s Washington special says: Agents 
ef the Department of Justice, who 
have been examining the affairs of the 
United States Marshal forthe northern 
district of New York, report that its 
management is characterized by fraud, 


and the administration in general 1s 
loose, and the business improperly con- 
ducted. Marshal McDougall is the in- 
cumbent and lives at Auburn. U.S. Mar- 
shal M. C. Osborne, in the Alakama ais- 
trict, has also been investigated. The 
business of thedistrict is farmed out ina 
disgraceful manner. Outrazeous abuses 

of official power, as well as the most 
glaring and barefaced frauds upon the 
Treasury, have been indulged in with 
apparent impunity. Every deputy mar- 
shal under Osborne had aundreds of 
false petitions for fraudulent accounts. 


A SMITHSONIAN INSTITUTE AGENT. 
San Francisco, Oct. 29.—Dr. Leonard 
Stegnejer, who was coumirsioned by 
the Smithsonian Institute to go, to 
Behring’s Island and find the skeleton 
of the ‘‘Northern Manatee,’’ or sea cow, 


arrived down to-day on the steamer 
St. Paul, from the Arctic; with an excel- 
lent specimen. Steller, the scientist of 
Bebring’s second expedition, which 
was wrecked in 1741, was the first to 
see and describe a living specimen. Dr. 
Stegnejer says his skeleton is the same 
as that of the animal described by Stel- 
ler, and is, he believes, the only one in 
this country. He has also seventeen 
skulls of the same animal. 

CHINESE TRADER CASES. 
San Francisco, Oct. 29.—Two Chi- 
nese cases, to test the validity of the 
Chinese government certificates, were 
up to-day before Judge Hoffman, of the 
U.S. District Court. He pronounced it 
exceedingly embarrassing. Oue of them 
was a Chinaman who said he was a ci- 
gar manufacturer. The Judge said Con- 
gress used the word ‘‘merchant,’’ not 
manufacturer, that if every Chinaman 
who made a few cigars or peddled 
matches was to be classified as a mer- 
chant, the Restriction act woud be 
practically a dead letter. The segynd 
case was a boy 17 yearsof age. The 
certificate set forth that the bearer was 
going to San Francisco to manage the 
business interests of a mercantile firm. 
Was he a boy, laborer or merchant? It 
was difficult to decide, so judgment 
was deferred. 

“ LAKE TAHOE PARK, 
San Francisco, Oct. 29.—Respecting 
the probable request of the Forestry 
Commission to have Congress give Cal- 
ifornia and Nevada the land bordering 
on Lake Tahoe, to be preserved as a 
pleasure resort, the Central Pacific Rail- 
road Company, who own it, say they 
will exchange it for other land if Con- 
gress is willing to donate it to the 
public. 


TEXAS EXCITEMENT. 


The Cowboys Ready to Massacre a 
Few Negroes. 

Str. Louis, Mo., Oct. 29.—The Post- 

Dispatch prints, in a very late edition, 

a special from Austin, Tex., stating that 

intense excitement prevailed there all 


last night and to-day, in consequence of 
a telegram received by Governor Ireland 
that five hundred negroes were under 
arms in the town of Gause, Milan 
county, and an outbreak was mo- 
mentarily expected, and asking for im- 
mediate help. In view of the fact that 
the late decision in the civil rights bill 
case is creating a very bad feeliug among 
negroes in various parts of the State, 
and outbreaks have been looked for, 
Gov. lreland immediately issued a proc- 
lamation calling the militia to arms. 
Two companies were mustered here at 
once, and before midnight last night 
over oue thousand men at Austin, Hous- 
ton, Galveston, and other places re- 
sponded to the call, and were ready to 
march at a moments’ notice. These 
troops are still waiting orders at two 
o’clock this afternoon. ‘The precise na- 
ture of the trouble at Gause cannot be 
ascertained, but there seems to be no 


| doubt a disturbance of some kind is in 


progress, and Gov. Ireland ordered a 
special military train to get in readiness 
for immediate use. 


FIRE-DAMP EXPLOSION, 


.| Several Men Halled and a Namber 


Injured. 
Scranton, Pa., Oct. 29.—An explo- 
sion of fire damp is reported from the 
Pennsylvania Coal Company shaft, 


number seven, three miles from Pitts- 
ton. Thirty men were in the mine; 
five are badly wounded and one dead. 
The fate of the others is unknown. 
LATER NEWS. 

Scranton, Pa., Oct. 29.—Thomas and 
James Gallagher, brothers, were 
brought out dead, burned almost toa 
crisp. Six others are seriously burned 
and injured and they will probably die, 
having inhaled fire-damp.

brated Sioux Chief, escaped from cus- 
tody last evening, and diligent search 
fails to discover his whereabouts. He 
had permissien to visit town unattended 
and failed to return. His case is now 
before the United States Supreme Court 
on appeal, on the ground that, having 
been tried by the Indian authorities 
and law, and according to treaty he was. 
not amenable to the white man’s law. 
It is also generally believed the killing 
was justifiable, and that conviction was 
secured through perjured evidence. 
Henry iIrving’s Debut. 

New Oct. 29.—Henry Irving 
opened his American theatrical tour to 
a cultivated and appreciative atidier ce 
at the Star Theater to-night, in the play 
of ‘‘The Bells.’’

LANDLORD AND TENANT- = 


Price of Rents—A Defense of Los 
Angeles Landlos ds. 
To the Editor of the Times—Sir: 


Two or more correspondents have com- 


and obtained in Los Angeles. There is 
little justification for this charge; asa 
rule there is not a city or town in the 


been rented on more reasonable terms, 
when you take into consideration the 
price of building material. There isa 
combination here among lumber men 
which cannot be broken down; it is worse 
than the railroad and navigation combi- 


nations. Lumber, lime, laths and shin- 
gies cost tifty per cent. more. here than 
in the bay counties. San Bernardino, 
Colton and Riverside get their material 
much cheaper than we do. Bricks that 
are sold and delivered in other cities at 
$8 per thousand, cost $12 delivered here. 
This is a misfortune. for it deters build- 
ing, fencing and improvements i in the city 
and country; in fact it is enough to deter 
any prudent man from improving at all. 
A respectably fine residence will rent 
in San Francisco for $250 per month; the 
same building would not rent here for 
anything, because there are no tenants 
that fancy themselves able to rent such 
houses. A store that rents here for $150 
per month, in the most favored locality, 
would, under similar circumstances, rent 
in San Francisco for $800, $1000, and even 
as high as $1600 per month. These are 
gospel truths, and yet you give editorially 
quasi justification to those complaints. 
This is the other side of the question, and 
I think honestly, fairly stated. D. 

[ We think o our correspondents who have 
written against the present price of house 
rents (the rental of business places has 
not been in question) have grounds for 
their complaints, and therefore the Trwes 
has given them a hearing, as we have given 
the landlords’ side a hearing. It is the 
rental of houses of moderate size and cost 
—houses costing, say, from $3000 té 
$6000, including lot, that is particularly 
in question. Let us take an example or 
two. For a one-story cottage ‘of six or 
seven rooms, fairly well located, with on- 
ly a few of the modetn conveniences, a 
rental of at least $35 per month is asked. 
This amounts to $420 a year. The land- 
lord’s expenses on such a house may be 
fairly estimated as follows: 

Taxes at $2.25 on the $100, say... ........... $51.00 


Insurance (usual 17.50 
Repairs (1 per cent.) ... 30,00 
Water (32 per month).... 24 00 


To this add interest.on the investmentat 
a rate that, in these times, can not cer- 
tainly be called unfair, viz: eight per 
cent. amounting to $240, and we have the 
sum of $362.50, which the landlord might 
reasonably expect to get back from the ten- 
ant in the course of a year. In actual prac- 
tice, at current prices of rents, he not 
only gets back this sum, but $57.50 more. 
In other words, he gets his expenses back | 
and within a fraction of ten per cent. on his 
investment besides. This is considerably 
more than he could make on his money on 
long loans, with ordinary security. And 
all the while his property is kept up and 
is constantly appreciating in value. 

Take the case of houses renting for $40, 
$50, $60 and $75 per month, and the same 
facts hold true. The rental amounts, in 
most cases, to considerably more than 


‘| what should be considered as a fair in- 


terest on the investment. 

There are exceptions to this rule, which 
we are glad to note. We heard a Main 
street landlord, the owner of a good, 
though not costly new residence, say - the 
other day: ‘‘ My rental ($50 per month) 
brings me just about 8 per cent. interest 
on my money, and I am satisfied with 
that.”’ 

It would do no harm to Los Ansiles: 
were such a timent general among 
landlords themselves, in the long run. 
Meantime, while or wherever extortion- 
ate prices are demanded, let housekeepers 
make every effort to possess their own 
houses.—Ep1ror Times. | 


OUR OIL INTERESTS. 


TwoGreat Compa E yivania 
vs. ©. lifornia.. 

On a visit to fire district No. 3, a Times 
representative discovered something of 
the magnitude of ous oil interests. This 
is a small fire district, but the Council 
has wisely prohibited the erection of 
frame buildings in proximity to the oil _ 
warehouses. The Standard Oil Company _ 
has just finished a brick building on mSan 
Fernando: street, with iron roof, 75x75 
feet, with a capacity of 50,000 cases of oil. 
Their warehouses are close to the 8. P. R. 
R. tract, and the company have put in a 
sidetrack at a cost of $500, while their 
piping of the zanja has cost them $250 
more. This company handles only eastern 
refined oil from Cleveland, and does no 
packing here, so there is absolutely no 
danger to surrounding -property. They 
have at present 4000 cases of oil on hand, 
which is no more dangerous than so many 
boxes of sardines.

solution of the difliculties involved 
in the existing water system were of- 
fered by the introduction of more 
economical methods, which should re-

present systeni of open and unlined 
ditches. The unportance of the ac- 
tion taken by our cit¥ fathers can 
hardly be magnified, for there is noth- 
ing that would more surely retard the 
growth of this section, and dwarf its 
fruit-growing and agricultural enter- 
prises, like a deficiency of water. But 
by the introduction of a better system 
of irrigation, and a proper economy of 
the supplies whichexist, there need be 
no fears telt as to such deticiency. We 
much larger

judicious irrigating system be adopted, 
and all unnecessary w re avoided. Then 
we can multiply our vineyards and or- 
chards, and add to out manufactures, 
and still find that | supply is not 
exhausted. 

We have outgrown the old primeval 
methods in vogue with the earlier set- 
tlers of the country, a8 our industrics 
and demands have outgrown those of 
the primitive days of this country’s 
settlement, and now ‘it on.y remains 
for us to take advantage of the best 
methcds known to the skillful engi- 
neer, in conducting the propo-ed irri- 
gating improvements, to find that we 
have water enough, not only for all 
Our present wants, but for the indefi- 
nite multiplication, in the future, of 
our farming and other interests.

The men that 
built up that city of mills and werkshops 
were business men, and went about their 
work systematically. When a min or 
company of men came (there and. mani- 
fested a disposition to build a manufac- 
turing establishment of any kind, they 
did not put upon them a special or double 
tax in the shape of a liceyse, but they said, 

“See here, if you will lucate here and 
build a factory such as you speak of, we 
will see to it that your city taxes are re- 
mitted, (abated, we called it) and if the 
Council will not do it, we will donate 
the money and pay such taxes for 
five years. That is the kind of 
that city, and 
that is what ails Minneapolis. Ina quar- 
ter of a century she has grown to be acity 
of one hundred thousand inhabitants, and 
is brim-full of mills aid Workshops. She 

saws more lumber thah any other one 
spot in North America, and grinds or 
makes more fiour than japy one point on 
this footstool. She manufactures woud 
into any shape desire d. She manufac- 

tures steel, iron and brass into all kinds 
of tools and implements for the farmer. 
She is the terminas of the Northern Pa- 
cific Railway, and twelve or thirteen 


others. ®Her commerce tuns w ay up into 
the millions. She is. full of churches and. 
schoolhouses. Heune pinjcounty, of which 


Minneapolis i is the capital, has init as good 
horseés, as fine cattle andjas blooded sheep 
as any eounty in the western world. 

Well you may say, what has that to do 
With our class meeting? | Well, it has this 
todo with it. Thatis my experience. 


was there when she growed, and Lelped to} 


grow her, and I know whereof I speak. In 
my humble judgment there is nothing to 
hinder’ Los Angeles from becomimg just 
as great-a manufacturing business 
point as Minneapolis, exeept the. foolish 
suicidal Course pursued by our city and 
county law-makers.

~PETROLEUM FOR FUEL- 


The Los Angeles Mills to Use Crude 
Petroleum. 

Next Monday the Los Angeles Mills will 
commence using crude petroleum for fuel, 
calculating that they can save 15 per cent. 
by the change. ‘The proprietors are now 
putting in an iron tank. holding 6000 gal- 
lons, and some other machinery suitable 
to the change. The mill will use about 
500 gallons of crude a daily, or 
156,500 gallons annually. Very few people 
in Los Angeles know how crude petroleum 
is used, but a visit to the mill next week 
will explain the mystery. The use of 
crude petroleum opens a new era to this 
country, which is so thinly wooded. Petro- 
leum is Japan and, as its production in- 
creases, it will get cheaper and the use of 
wood as fuel for mills and mapufactories 
will be ended, .

“A STRANGE CASE. 


Twenty-one Days in Jail Without 
Commitment. 


1A Woman With Quite an Income Becomes 


Crazy in Jall and ts sent to Stockton 
Insane Asylum. 


. About two months ago a woman named 
Mrs. Julia Wetterauer was arrested on a 
charge of being drunk and disorderly. The 
woman is Irish by birth, but her husband; 
who died a few years ago, was a German. 
At the time of his death he left her the 
Harmony Garden property, ‘on San Fer- 
nando street, opposite the Southern Paci- 
fic freight depot. The woman was addicted 
to drink and had kept drunk for quite a 
time, but, as to her being disorderly, there is 
no proof that she disturbed anyone or an- 
noyed the neighborhood.

Dur- 
ing her incarceration she developed evi- 
dences of insanity and asked everybody to 
take her to her husband, who had been 
dead for years. This was one of the evi- 
dences of insanity, but the question is, 
did not her imprisonment produce insani- 
ty? At any rate, she was at last taken 
before Judge Howard who sent her back 

to jail. A commission of lunacy was sum- 
moned and she was adjudged insane and 
an order issued for her to besent to Stock- 
ton. This order was carried out and she 
Was consigred to the tender mercies of the 
State Insane Asylum, whose portal might 
be inzcribed, ‘‘He abandons hope who en- 
ters here.’’ A day or two before she was 
sent to Stockton it was discovered that 
several sisters of her husband lived in the 
city and one of them, Mrs. George Schnei- 
der, visited her. On the day of Mrs. 
Wetterauer leaving for Stockton, her 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Schneider, called on 
her. In the meantime, Robert Stcere, a 
member of the City Council, had been 
appointed guardian of the boy and 
was on hand to tske charge of him, 
but the boy clasped his arms around Mrs. 
Schneider’s neck, saying,‘*Don’t let them 
put me back in jail, aunty,’ and ‘They 
only give us warm soup on Sunday,”’ and 
such exclamations. Mr. Steere, on learn- 
ing that Mrs. Schneider was the boy’s 
aunt, made no objection to his going with 
her, but he collects the rents, and Mr, 
Schneider is paying for the boy’s clothing 
and boards him at his own expense, which 
hardly seems right. One proposition at 
the time it was decided to send his mother 
to Stockton was to send the boy to the 
Catholic school, but the prompt action of 
Mrs. Schneider made this unnecessary. 

These are the salient points of the case: 
A woman, a property-owner, is arrested, 
consigned to jail without commitment and 
kept there twenty-one days. The woman 
is no pauper, having an income of $60 per 
month from Harmony Garden. She has 
a number of relatives, but they are not 
notified. During her incarceration as a 
criminal she developes insanity and is 
promptly adjudged insane. She is sent 
to join that great throng who are reason- 
bereft, and her little boy, five years old, 
is left to the tender mercies of a cold 
world. 

Her friends naturally object to the sum- 
mary way in which she was adjudged in- 
sane, and express surprise that she was 
kept so longin jail without a commit- 
ment or examination. Joseph Fisher, who 
rents Harmony Garden of her, will swear 
that, while she drank considerable, yet 
she never showed any signs of insanity, 
and her friends have come to the conclu- 
sion that her imprisonment made her a 
lunatic. Mr. Fisher also says she was 
never disorderly and never disturbed any 
one. 

Such is thease. It may be summed 
up in brief. Mrs. Julia Wetterauer, a 
woman wit an income of S60 per month, 
gets drunk. A complaint is made, she is 
hurried to jail. she is left there 21 days 
without authority of law, she becomes 
crazy, she is sent to the insane asylum. 
Her son, who might have been a friendless 
waif, is protected by his aunt, Mrs. 
Schneider, and is to be congratulated 
that he did not have te go to the asylum, 
as he did to jail. | ;
